Assemble a box from cream card 


using the My Favorite Things 
Outside The Box Level Up dies. 
Die-cut the back panel from 


patterned paper and glue in place. 


Attach patterned paper to the 
front panel and inside the box, 


along with flower die-cuts on the 
middle panels. Stick the die-cut 


sentiment onto the front of the card 


and a butterfly to the back. 


Layer patterned paper onto sage 
card, 11cm x 13.5cm, then matt 
onto a card base. Die-cut a stitched 

frame from card using the Lawn 
Fawn Stitched Rectangle Frames dies 
and attach acetate onto the back. 


Place foam strips around the 

back of the frame then add a 
pinch of sequins onto the acetate. 
Attach a piece of pink card to cover 
the back to create the shaker panel. 
Stick onto the card and glue the 
die-cut toppers in place. 
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Cover the front of a notebook with 
patterned paper from your kit. 
Layer three die-cut toppers in varying 
sizes on the front of the notebook, 
overlapping slightly. 
Type ‘garden planner’ onto a 
document on your computer and 
print it out. Mount the text onto a 
piece of white card, then peach and 
fix in place with foam pads. Add two 
die-cut butterflies using foam pads 
and add adhesive pearls to the 
bottom corner. 
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Embossed 
Bookmark 


Trim patterned paper, 6.5cm x 
15.5cm and apply Versamark ink 
around the corners. Sprinkle on 
embossing powder and set with a 
heat gun. Layer patterned paper 
onto white, then lilac card. 
Add Nuvo Drops to the flower 
centres and draw highlights with 
a pen. Glue a flower die-cut onto the 
bottom left corner, attach a ribbon 
to the top and a pearl to the centre.

Matt the inside side panels with 

striped paper and the outer 
panels with floral paper. Cut grass 
patterned paper into a 3.5cm x 14cm 
strip, layer pink striped paper on top, 
then fix towards the bottom across 
the two front panels. 


Die-cut a rectangular frame from 

grass patterned paper. Attach 
flower paper behind it with foam 
pads. Add die-cut motifs and stickers 
within the frame, then adhere to the 
top of the greeting. Fix a butterfly 
border across the bottom strip, then 
attach a 'Happy Camper' sentiment 
on top with foam pads. O

Attach patterned paper 
onto a blank. Layer a 
different print onto orange card 
and glue in place. Die-cut white 
card using a rectangle die and 
mount onto orange. 


Print out two hot air balloons 

and colour in. Cut out and fix 
in place with foam pads. Layer 
the sentiment onto orange and 
attach at the bottom. Complete 
with clear bubble embellishments.

Print off your 
chosen motif multiple times, 
colour them in, then cut them out. 


From there you can decipher your 
layout and glue them in place one 
at a time. 


Using digi stamps can be as easy 
or advanced as you like. If you're 
not completely comfortable with 
tech, the best way to level up is to 
practise resizing. Start a new Word

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he past year has presented great challenges to 

many people, businesses and organisations as the 

entire world went into lockdown, but these were 
overcome with creative solutions. One of those success 
stories is Denman, which has continued the WI's remit to 
offer courses and workshops teaching a huge variety of 
skills, and reaching an even wider audience! 

At the end of the Second World War, there was a 
newfound appetite for education in the UK and many 
adult colleges were established around the country to 
meet this demand. Sir Richard Livingstone, President of 
Corpus Christi College at the University of Oxford, argued 
that the WI should establish its own college and in 1945 
Lady Elizabeth Brunner proposed a resolution on behalf 
of the Oxford Federation at the AGM to bring the WI 
College into being. After this was passed, the search 
began for a suitable location and in 1947 Marcham Park 
was bought, with every WI in the country providing 
contributions. The following year, Sir Richard Livingstone 
opened Denman College on 24th September, named 
after Lady Denman, the first Chairman of the NFWI. 


DENMAN AT HOME 
In May 2020, the Denman team launched ‘Denman at 
Home’, an offering of online lifestyle courses while the 
college could not operate in person. At first, the courses 
were offered free of charge to garner their popularity 
and within the first month had attracted around 2,000 
attendees. These trials gave the team the opportunity to 
fine tune the tools and resources, but also support tutors 
and students with the new digital uptake. On 8th June 
2020, Denman at Home offered its first paid course with 
128 people in attendance. By the end of the week 
Denman at Home had reached out to over 1,000 people 
with one course that week having 400 attendees alone. 
Since it started one year ago, Denman at Home has 
broadened its range of courses to include anything from 
bake-alongs, talks on astronomy and Shakespeare, to 
specialised craft tutorials such as felting, quilting or 
embroidery. Students who regularly take Denman at 
Home courses have praised the accessibility of the 
courses but also the entertainment and escapism they 
have provided during lockdown, helping people to keep

The craft courses are designed as 
either demonstrations, where students can pick up tips 
and craft in their own time after the course has finished, 
or as live 'make-alongs' where students craft in real time 
alongside the tutor. Everyone's welcome to join a 
Denman at Home course, including members and 
non-members and most cost just £5 per session — the 
perfect incentive to try something new! 


CRÁAEI-COURSES 

The lessons on offer range from beginner skill sessions to 
more advanced courses. Previous classes have included 
freehand machine embroidery for beginners, to a 
patchwork block series and several decoupage courses. 
Claire Salmon, a regular Denman at Home tutor, teaches 
sewing classes to students, including sessions on getting 
the best out of your sewing machine. Some of her most 
popular projects include 'Make your own WI dollies' and 
fun stitched art designs! 

"Teaching on 'Denman At Home' is great, and it's been 
wonderful to see people from across the UK, and even 
from overseas, joining the classes," Claire tells CB. 
"Participants really welcome the opportunity to try new 
crafts or refresh forgotten skills, from the comfort of their 
own home. Although we're not in the same room, it's still 
a really friendly experience. I love seeing pictures of what 
everyone has made after the class. It's definitely the best 
part of the job!"

Flip the pot upside down and 
repeat for the top lip. 


Use the same pencil to sketch a 

flowing wavy line around the base 
of the pot to make the first section. 
Use a fine brush to apply a line of 
paint just inside both guidelines to 
create smooth edges. Fill in the 
section with a wider brush, working 
the paint horizontally. Let dry and 
apply a second coat in the same 
way if needed. 


Take the pencil and draw a 

parallel wavy line 3-4mm above 
the previous one. Add another wavy 
line above this, differing the peaks 
and troughs of the first. Use a darker 
or lighter shade of coloured paint 
to colour this section as before. 
Continue adding sections in this way 
until you reach the top, finishing with 
the straight guideline. 


Foliage Pot 


Prep your pot in the same way as 
before, washing it and covering it 
with a neutral shade of paint. 


Use a wide brush to apply 

patches of pastel coloured paint 
horizontally around the pot, varying 
the size and vertical position. When 
dry use a pale shade of watercolour 
pencil to sketch leaf, sprig and seed 
head designs on the pot.

Tied Bouquet 


Surprise someone special with this everlasting floral gift 


Dried flowers are everywhere right 
now, allowing you to enjoy their 
beauty all year round. Crafting 
a bouquet is a wonderful way to 
bring all sorts of flowers, grasses 
and seed heads together, as 
Carolyn Dunster demonstrates 
with this beginner-friendly 
version. The list of plants below is 
just a suggestion; experiment with 
mixing colours and textures to 
create different effects. 


k Mix of dried foraged grasses, 
such as: moor grass, Persian rye 
grass, flowering rye grass 
k Mix of dried foraged flowers, 
such as: brook thistle, ox-eye 
daisies, yarrow, rapeseed 
k 12 stems of spurge 
* 1 ornamental onion seed head 


k 15 stems of barley >< Mix of small 
and large poppy seed heads 
k 18 stems of greater quaking 


grass * 18 stems of canary grass 
>< 3 stems of coneflower seed 
heads > 12 stems of love-in-a-mist 
seed pods * 12 stems of

Lay all of your items in groups on a 

flat surface in front of you. Start 
with the single ornamental onion 
head, or another large round- 
headed flower, and keep this as your 
central point. Position the stem 
between the thumb and forefinger of 





your left hand if you are right- 
handed, or your right if you are 
left-handed. Add a spurge stem to 
cross over the ornamental onion 
stem at a slight angle using your 
other hand. Take hold of it with your 
first hand and twist clockwise. 


Gradually add a few stems from 

each of the plant groups in 
rotation, twisting in the same 
direction as you go. You are holding 
them at what will be the binding 
point. Loosen your grip and hold 
midway down the stems for natural- 
looking results. The higher the 
binding point, the tighter the 
bouquet will be. 
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Aim for an even, circular 

distribution of flowers, grasses 
and seed heads, and keep checking 
by holding it up. It's easier to remove 
anything at this stage than after it is 
tied. When you are happy with the 
shape, bind the stems with twine or 
ribbon using a lasso-style knot. 


To create a natural look, pull up 
some of the taller grasses and 
seed heads so that they tower above 

the flowers. Cut the stems to the 
same length on the diagonal. If you 
plan to display your bouquet 
immediately in a vase, check the 
height by holding the bouquet 
against the vase before you cut. @

Canvas 


Cover your work area with a 

protective sheet. Hammer a nail 
at each corner on the back of the 
frame. This makes it easier to handle 
and allows the canvas to dry without 
touching anything. Use a tray or 
something similar to stand your 
canvas on, so you can move it to 
a safe place whilst it dries. 


Pour each of your chosen colours 

of pre-mixed pouring paint into 
separate cups. For the 8" x 8" size 
you will need approximately 80ml 
of paint, so for four colours you will 
need 20ml of each. Add a few drops 
of silicone oil to each cup, this will 
help create the cells. 


Pour a little of each colour into 

another cup and alternate 
between them until you've used up 
all the colours. Position the canvas 
on top of the cup so the cup is 
in the middle. Hold tight then flip over 
quickly so that the cup is now on top 
of the canvas. Lift the cup and allow 
the paint to flow out. Once the cup is 
empty remove and tip the canvas 
around until it's covered and you 
have a pattern that you like. 


Leave to dry flat in a safe place. 

It will take about a week to dry 
but a month to fully cure. Once 
completely dry apply a coat of 
varnish. Add additional elements and 
a sentiment if you wish. 


Plant Pot 


Prepare your work area and paints 

as before. Prime the pot with white 
gesso, then sit it upside down on a 
plastic cup. If it has a hole in the

Give painterly florals a touch of 
texture by combining painting and 
embroidery to make Becki Clark's 

pretty hoop. This is the perfect 

Sunday afternoon craft; start by 
painting your fabric and letting it 
dry in the sunshine before cosying 

up on the sofa with a cup of tea, 

needle and thread. 


>« Linen or other embroidery fabric 
x Embroidery hoop > Fabric paint 
* Flat paint brush > Embroidery 
thread in your chosen colours 
> Embroidery needle > Glue 


Secure the fabric in an embroidery 

hoop and choose your colour 
palette. For this project, classic pinks 
and greens were used, but the design 
would look great in any colour 
combination. Using a small paint 
brush, begin painting your floral 
motifs freehand in the middle of the 
hoop. The two shapes on the left are 
simple circles with holes in the centre 
and the petal shape on the right is 
painted using four semi circles 
joined together [1]. 

Next, paint the leaf shapes, using 
one shade of green, or several 

different ones for a more colourful 
look. Try a mix of sizes and work your 
way out from the centre of the 
design. You don't want anything too 
close to the edges of the hoop or it 
will be too hard to stitch onto. Add 
dots as floral buds around the design. 
You can paint as many as you like; 
the key thing is to keep the design 
centred and use a cluster of three 
painted flowers as the main point of 
focus. When happy with the design, 
let the paint dry [2]. 


Once it is dry, you can embellish 

the work with embroidery. Use 
a simple long stitch in contrasting 
colours to add texture. Using the 
painting as your guide, long stitch 
horizontally across one half of each 
leaf. Take a contrasting colour and 
stitch vertically down the leaf to give 
an interesting 3D texture to your 
design. Embroider half the leaves 
on the design and leave the rest [3]. 


Use yellow thread to stitch 

across the unpainted flower 
centres. You can add more 
stitching to the flowers if you 
prefer, or keep to the combination 
of strong painterly 'petals' and 
the embroidered centre [4]. Work 
smaller long stitches in light pink 
over a few of the berries. You can 
also embroider areas that aren't 
painted; a few smaller stitched 
berries were added in some of the 
empty spaces to ensure the design 
looked balanced. 


When happy with the design, trim 

the excess material from around 
the hoop. You can cut a piece of 
cardboard the same size as the work 
and glue to the back to tidy it up and 
make sure there are no stitches or 
excess threads on show. @ 




















STITCH & PAINT

Place the wider Aida fabric band 
in an embroidery hoop, with the 
centre of the band positioned in the 

middle of the hoop. Make sure the 
fabric is taut but not over-stretched. 


This project uses three strands of 
embroidery thread throughout. 
Thread the tapestry needle with 
cobalt blue and begin stitching 
the wave motif in cross-stitch, 
following the chart provided on 
the pattern pages: one coloured 
block represents one cross-stitch. 
Embroider as much of the wave that 
will fit within the hoop. 


With orange thread, sew the 

tangerine fish, again following 
the chart and completing as much 
of the design as will fit within the 
hoop. When that section has been 
embroidered, remove the hoop and 
move it along to the next section. 


Repeat steps 1-2 for the narrower 

band, working from the other 
chart. When both bands are 
complete, press lightly on the reverse 
to get rid of any creases. Pin the 
wider band across the width of the 


towel and the narrower band across 
the face cloth. 


Trim the ends, allowing 2cm of 

unstitched band at either end 
to fold under and neaten the ends. 
Using a sewing thread and needle, 
oversew the edges of the band in 
place all the way around. O

Drop the foot onto the coil 
so that it is held in place while you 
tightly wrap another section of cord 
with binding, then pin the binding to 
prevent it from unravelling.

+ around the centre of the coil, 
pick it up with your left hand from 
the bed of the machine and continue 
to stitch.

' When you reach that point, fold 
J the end of the binding in and 
continue to stitch without the binding 
to create a plain border for the top 
of the bowl.

» cut the cord just in front of this as 

it will stop it from unravelling. Cut a 
scrap of binding and cover the end 
of the cord neatly, hand stitching it 
in position.
